The last week has been a disagree-

Then came Theodore Wold's charges, 
not against the farmers, as Townley 
would have them believe, but against

Throughout a long series of nego- 


tiations and conflict with the Entente 
commanders/ Constantino, was often 
accused of being pro-German In sym 
pathies, largely, it was c harged, as a 
result of the Influence of Queen So- 
phia, sister of the German emperor, 
whom he married in iv>f» 
Constan 


tine declared throughout that he de- 
sired only to maintain neutrality and 
that he was actuated not by pro 
uerman sympathies, but by consider 
ations of tho welfare of the Greeks 


Born on August :i. i *'•>», t'onstan 


tine was educated largolv by private 
tutors from Loipsic, which was said 
to have stamped upon him a perma- 
nent German Influence

measures be taken to curb his 
antl-ente.tte attitude. 


The Greek ministry announced 


at noon that an accident

happened In one of the principal 
automobile factories now making 
munitions.

The ruins of the fac-

SMALL MANEUVERS 


German War Office Contend Allied 


Drive Repulsed in Vicinity 


of Messines 


Paris. June 13 —The official French 


statement reads: 


"There was moderate activity by 


both artilleries over the greater part 
of the front. ID the course of raids 
on German trenches near the Butte 
de Mesnil and in the region of Haute 
Chevauchee we effected considerable 
destruction and brought back 10 pris- 
oner" 


"A German aeroplane was brought 


down In Lorraine toy our special guns, 
and the two aviators were made pris- 
oners.

Duncan became interested In discus 


throwing after meeting Martin Sheri- 
dan in 1909. At that time Sheridan 
threw the discus at the Pastime 'Ath- 
letic gwmnds. He went back to Con- 
ey Island and tried oat the discus on 
his own account. After two weeks ot 
practice he was able to thow the dis- 
cus l.u feet. A few years later Dun- 
can beat Sheridan on the grounds 
where he first saw 
Sheridan. He 


threw the discus 139 feet at that time 
or only two feet behind the world's 
record. 


.lime 2, 1912, Duncan, throwing from 


a seven-foot circle threw the discus 
145 feet 9 1-2 inches at Celtic Park. 
This Is the world's record. 


Duncan never got to the Olympic 


games in Berlin, postponed when the 


war broke out, bat 'expects to show 
the Germans what he can do in the 


way of hand-grenade when he gets to 
the trenches in France.

keen away from clg'arets. I have 
never smoked in my life. 
It Is 


Dad for the wind. No athlete can 
afford to smoke, and no young 
man who wants to keep in phy- 
sical trim can indulge in tobacco. 
Alcohol Is just as bad. I never 
drink anything stronger than a 
glass of beer, and that very occa- 


* slonally. 
And food is most important. Plain 


cooked food, and not to excess, at 
regular hours, is my program. 1 eat 
a good breakfast and dinner, but a 
very light luncheon—only a little 
fruit. 


Then comes cleanliness. The body 


has got to be kept free from impuri- 
ties and the pores of the skin al- 
lowed to do their normal work of 
casting off body impurities if 
the 


young man is to keep physicftlljt-fit. 
I take two 'baths a day regularly win- 
ter and summer. Before my morning 
bath I take a number of deep breath- 
Ing exercises, and then jump Into a 
cold 'bath. This is a fine tonic for 
the system, if the system Is strong 
enough to stand it. • But the body 
ought to 'be In good shape before It 
is tried as a regular practice.

sports Is good. 1 have played foot- 
ball, baseball, and have been a swim- 
mer all my life. 
Swimming, too, is 


one of the very'best things for a boy. 
Every boy ought to leafn how 
to 


swim when he is a. youngster and 
keep it up. 


I do these things as a matter of 


course. They are not a burdensome 
routine with me, but Just part-of my 
daily life. I enjoy my bathing, walk- 
ing and swimming. So will any young 
man who gets the habit. 
It would 


be a fine thing for the nation H every 
boy had been encouraged to get the 
proper physical exercise all during his 
life. 
I am afraid that the physical 


examinations for the new army are 
going to show too many of our young 
men below par physically. Of course, 
in many cases this is not their own 
fault. 
Boys who have been yanked 


off to work before they were out of 
school have had little opportunity to 
become athletes. But everybody has 
some chance to improve himself In 
this respect, and he ought not to ne- 
glect it. 


Why did I enlist? I wanted to an

could before.

howitzers that wore undreamed ot 
even when this war began. 


Tractors the Big Factor*. 


I have seen a couple of these levla- 


thiius taking a ten-inch howitzer over 
a road that had been theoretically "de- 
stroyed" three days earlier, almost un- 
der the lire of the enemy and actually 
within their own range of the nearest 
enemy positions, at the rate of seven 
or eight miles un hour. All the horse* 
that ever were commandeered couldn't 
have been harnessed to do that job, 
nlmply because they couldn't have got 
tliemselves through the mud," to say 
nothing of pulling something after 
them. 


I studied for several days the meth- 


ods by which one army was fairly leap- 
Ing on the trail of another, and it 
Reerned to me the greatest wonder that 
the war hnd developed. The steel 
works of Birmingham and Bethlehem 
nnd Pittsburgh were doing it. But even 
before their giant contraptions coulil 
perform, the vroad must be ready for 
them.

YON HINDENBURG IS BLAMED 


Marshal Quarreled With Von Blsslng 


Because Letter's Policy Was Mild 


—Says German Capacity for 


Blundering Equals That 


I / 
for Cruelty. 
i' 


Washington.—The state department 


made public a report 
from 
Brand 


Wbitlock, written at Brussels In Jan- 
uary, when he was the American min- 
ister to Belgium, In which he describes 
the terrible effects of the German pol- 
icy of deporting Belgians to Germany 
to compel them to work there. Since 
the beginning of the war In Europe, 
this is the first report from Mr. Wbit- 
lock that tbe state department has per- 
mitted to reach the American people. 
Allowing for all exaggeration, Mr. 
Whltlock says there remains enough 
"to stamp this deed as one"of the foul- 
est that history records." 


Statements made by Minister Whlt- 


lock suggest that Field Marshal von 
Hlndcnburg was responsible for tbe 
deportation policy. He was said to 
have criticized as too mild the rule of 
General von Blsslng, tbe military gov- 
ernor of Belgium, and sent Von Blss- 
lng to Berlin with tbe Intention of re- 
signing. When Von Blsslng returned 
the reign of terror ID Belgium began. 


Tbe report from Mr. Whltlock reads 


as follows- 


"In 
r> 
. to fully'understand the 


sltuatl 
. it Is necessary to go back 


to the autumn of 1914. At the time 
we were organizing the relief work, 
Vne Comite rs'atlonnr-^lhirBelglan re- 
lief organization that collaborates with 
the commission for relief In Belgium- 
proposed an arrangement by which the 
Belgian government should pay Its 
own employees left in Belgium, and 
other unemployed men besides, the 
wages they had been accustomed ta re- 
ceive. 


"Tbe Belgians wished to do this 


for liuniiinitnrlan and patriotic pur- 
poses; they wished to provide the un« 
employed with the means of livelihood, 
and, ut the same time, to prevent their 
working for the Germans. 


Tempts German Cupidity. 


"The policy was adopted and has 


been continued in practice and on the 
rolls of the Comite National have been 
borne the names of hundreds of thou- 
sands—some 700.000,1 believe—of Idle 
men receiving this dole, distributed 
through the communes. 


"The presence of these unemployed, 


however, was a constant temptation to! 
German cupidity. 
Many times they 


sought to obtain the lists of the 
chomeurs (unemployed), hut were al-1 
ways foiled by the claim that under | 
the guaranties covering the relief 
work the records of the Comite Na- 
tional and Its various sub-organiza- 
tions were Immune. Rather than risk 
any interruptions of the ravltaille- 
meot, for which, while loath to own 
any obligation to America,' the Ger- 
mans have always been grateful, since 
It has had the effect of keeping the 
population calm, the authorities never 
pressed the point other than with the 
burgomasters of the communes. Final- 
ly, however, the military party, always 
brutal and with an astounding Ignor- 
ance of public opinion and of moral 
sentiment, determined to put these 
idle men to work. 


"In August VOD ! Mndenburg was ap- 


pointed to the supreme command. He! 
is said to have criticized Von Biasing's' 
policy as too mild; there was a qnar* I 
rel; Von Biasing went to Berlin to 
protest, • threatened to resign, but did 
not. He returned, and a German of- 
ficial here said that Belgium would 
now be subjected to a more terrible 
regime, would learn what war was. 
The prophecy has been vindicated. 


"The deportations began In October 


In the etape, at Ghent and at Bruges. 
The policy spread; the rich Industrial 
districts of Halnaut, the mines and 
steel works about Charlerol were next 
attacked; now they are seizing men 
in Brabant, even In Brussels, despite 
Kome^ndlcatlons, and even predictions 
of the civil authorities, that the policy 
was about to be abandoned. 


Heavy Penalties Fixed. 


"During the last fortnight men have 


been Impressed here In Brussels, bat 
their seizures here are made evidently 
with much greater care than In the 
provinces, with more regard for the 
appearances. There was no public an- 
nouncement of the intention to deport, 
but suddenly about ten days ago. cer- 
tain men In towns whose names are 
on the list of chomeurs receiving sum- 
mons, notifying thorn to report at one 
of the railway stations on a civen day. 
pennltlpq wf>ri» flxivl r<>r fnlliiri- I" re 
upend to the summons and there was 
printed on the card an offer of em- 
ployment by the German government, 
either In Germany or Belgium. 


"On the first day. out of Bhout 1.300 


men ordered to present themxelvex at 
the Gare du Midi, about 750 responded. 
These were examined by German phv- 
Rlcianx and 300 were taken. There was 
no disorder, a large force of mounted 
uhlans keeping back the crowds and 
barring access to the station to all but 
(hose who had been summoned to ap- 
pear. The commission for relief In 
Belgium bad secured permission to 
give to each deported man a loaf of 


brpa<l «ud soiDf of the rornmuaes pro- 
vided warm clothing for thoxe who had 
none and ID addition a small financial 
allowance. 


"As by one of the Ironies of life the 


winter has been more excessively cold 
than Belgium has ever known It. and 
while some of those who presented 
themselves were adequately protected 
against the cold, many of them were 
without overcoats. The men shivering 
from cold and fear. >he parting from 
weeping wives and children, the bar- 
riers of brutal uhlans, all this made 
the scene a pitiable and distressing 
one. 


"It was understood' that the seizures 


would continue here In Brussels, but 
on Thursday last, a bitter cold day, 


1 those that had been convoked were 
sent home without examination. It is 
supposed that the severe weather has 
moved the Germans to postpone the 
deportations. 


Rage and Despair. 


"The rage, the terror, and the despair 


excited by this measure all over Bel- 
glum were beyond anything we had 
witnessed since the day the Germans 
poured Into Brussels. The delegates of 
the commission for relief In Belgium, 
returning to Brussels, told the most 
distressing stories of the scenes of 
cruelty and sorrow attending the seiz- 
ures. And daily, hourly, almost, since 
that time, appalling stories have been 
related by Belgians coming to the le- 
gation.! It Is Impossible for us to veri- 
fy them, first because It Is necessary 
for us to exercise all possible tact In 
dealing with the subject at all, and, 
secondly, because there Is no means of 
communication between the Occupa- 
tions Geblet and the Btappen Geblet. 


"Transportation everywhere In Bel- 


gium is difficult, the vicinal railways 
scarcely operating any more because 
of the lack of oil, while all the horses 
have been taken. The people who are 
forced to go from one village to anoth- 
er must do_so on__fopt, or In vans 
drawn by the few miserable horses 
that are left. The wagons of the brew- 
eries, the one institution that the Ger- 
mans have scrupulously respected, are 
hauled by oxen. 


"The well-known tendency of sensa- 


tional—reports-to- exaggerate them- 
selves, especially in time of war, and 
in a situation like that existing here, 
with no newspapers to serve as a dally 
clearing house for all the rumors that 
urp as avidly believed as they are eag- 
erly repeated, should, of course, be 
considered, but even If a modicum of 
nil that It* told is true, there still re- 
mains enough to'stamp this deed as 
one of the foulest that history records. 


"I am constantly in receipt of re- 


ports from all over Belgium that tend 
to bear out the stories one constantly 
hears of brutality and cruelty. A num- 
ber of men sent back to Mons are said 
to be in a dying condition, many of 
them tubercular. At Mallnea and at 
Antwerp returned men have died, their 
friends asserting that they have been 
victims of neglect and cruelty, of cold, 
of .exposure, of hunger. 


Promise*'Are Not Kept. 


"I have had requests from the bur- 


gomasters of ten communes from La 
Louvlere, asking that permission be 
obtained to send to the deported men 
In Germany packages of food similar 
to those that are being sent to pris- 
oners of war. Thus far the German 
authorities have refused to permit this 
except In special instances, and re- 
turning Belgians claim that even whin 
such packages are received they are 
used by the camp authorities only as 
another means of coercing them to 
Bign the agreements to work. 


"It is said that in spite of the liberal 


salary promised those who would sign 
voluntarily no money has as yet been 
received In-Belgium from workmen In 
Germany. 


"One Interesting result of the de- 


portations remains to be noted, a re- 
sult that once more places In relief 
the German capacity for blundering al- 
most as great as the German capacity 
for cruelty. 


"They have dealt a mortal blow .to 


any prospect they may ever have had 
of being tolerated by the population of 
Flanders; In tearing away from nearly 
every humble home In the land a hus- 
band and a father or a son and brother 
they have lighted a fire of hatred that 
will never go out; they have brought 
home to every heart In the land, in a 
way that will Impress Its horror Indel- 
ibly on the memory of three genera- 
tions, a realization of what German 
methods mean, not. as with the early 
atrocities In the heat of passion and 
the first lust of war, but by one of 
those deeds that make one despair of 
the future of the human race, a deal 
coldly planned, studiously matured, 
and deliberately and systematically exe- 
cuted, a deed so cruel that German sol- 
diers are said to have kept In Its exe- 
cution, and so monstrous that even 
German officers are now said to be 
ashamed."

City Board Refuses to Take 


Chance When County Trust- 
ees Hedge on Proposition 


CITY PRISONERS WILL 


BE GIVEN STREET WORK 


The city commission last' evening 


again made It plain that whether the 
county building shall be surrounded 
by mud streets or a smooth asphalt 
pavement. In keeping with the remain- 
der of the city, Is entirely a matter tor 
the county commission 
to 
decide. 


This decision will affect not only the 
county building, toward whose sup- 
port Bismarck pays approximately &0 
per cent of the taxes, but the Bis- 
marck hospital, the Bismarck public 
library, the Bismarck city hall. Me- 
Cabe Methodist Episcopal church and 
the Will school, all of which, with 
the exception of the church, have pe- 
titioned for the Improvement 


Kirk States Stand. 


Commissioner Kirk, at the weekly 


meeting of the board last evening, 
was In favor of adopting resolutions 
which would clearly place the respon- 
sibility where the city 
commission 


feels it belongs. He pointed to the 
fact that the county commission has 
twice gone on record as declining to 
favor the paving of the court house 
square, first a year ago when it re- 
fused to sign tbe original petitions 
calling for the 
improvement, 
and 


again last week, when the three mem- 
bers present—E. G. Patterson and 
Birlea Ward of Bismarck and C. A. 
Swanson of Driacoll — unanimously 
adopted resolutions in which they de- 
clined to ask for the paving and 
sought to place the responsibility for 
the paving in the first place and the 
collection of assessments for the same 
In the second-place on-the -shoulders^ 
of the city commission. 
t 
County Skirts C'lear, 


Other members of the city board 


last evening felt that the public al- 
ready thoroughly understands where 
the blame should rest, and that the 
adoption of further resolutions at this 
time would not tend to Improve mat- 
ters. It was the concensus of opin- 
ion that in view of the opposition 
shown by the county board the city 
cannot afford to go ahead and pave 
and then take chances of collecting 
for the paving. Its special counsel 
has advised that the county board 
could not be mandamused to enforce 
the collection of taxes for the pay- 
ment of paving assessments; that the 
county property cannot be sold to 
enforce payment; that in view of the 
attitude of the county board, the city 
would not have much of a case were 
it compelled to go into court to en- 
force payment of the assessments. 
The county commission would be In 
position to produce records of the sev- 
eral meetings at which it had de- 
clined, to ask for the paving, altho 
verbally and Individually protesting 
that it will not oppose the improve- 
ment, and the city probably would be 
left holding the bag, with four Mocks 
of paving to be assessed against the 
general tax rolls, and a burden equiv- 
alent to probably five per cent of the 
cost of the second paving district 
foisted 'by the county on the city tax- 
payers. 


Means Mud Generally. 


Mud roads around the county build- 


ing will mean the carrying of mud on- 
to the paved streets in the business 
district, on Fifth, Thayer, Sixth, and 
thence it will reach Main and Ftourth 
and Broadway. 
Thus much of the 


benefit anticipated from paving will 
have been lost for this portion of the 
city, but there seems to be no cure 
tor the condition, unless citizens gen- 
erally are willing to be assessed for 
an Improvement which the county, al- 
ready half supported by tax contribu- 
tions of these citizens, should pay. 


Crosswalks. 


Resolutions were adopted last eve- 


ning ordering in sidewalk extensions 
to the curbing at street intersections 
where walks are not already built. 
On petition of property owners in the 
north part of town who desire to 
buy dirt for the filling in of coulees, 
tbe price of earth excavated tram the 
streets was reduced from 20 cents to 
10 cents per cubic yard. 


Work for Convicts. 


Bismarck will force Us guests in the 


county Jail to work for their board. 
'Sheriff French's bill last month was 
S100. Prisoners who have been sup- 
ported in idleness hereafter will be 
sentenced to hard labor on the streets, 
which labor will be performed under 
the eyes of a guard. For such labor 
prisoners will be allowed $4 per day. 
which will mean 13% days' work to 
meet the average $26 fine.
